Banks’ Gil Cited 
As Trial Witness 


The Grand Jury murder 
trial for 17 year old Donald 
E. Banks will continue with 
the anticipated testimony 
of Bank's 16 year old 
girlfriend Nama Jean John- 
son, 1175 Lexington Ave. 

Bank's trial in the Hall of 
Justice began Monday on 
charges of aggravated 
murder and attempted mur- 
der for his’ alleged fatal 
shooting *of Central High 


-Schoolteacher Edwin L. 


Peters, and the wounding 
Elfen Graham, a 
‘cafeteria worker on Jan. 
26, at the school. 

Police had reported that 
Banks,seen inside the 
school by witnesses, had 
apparently . attempted to 
steal the cafeteria receipts 
from Graham when he shot 
her. He then turned and 
fired on Peters as he came 
to the aid of Mrs. Graham, 
according to reports. 
Banks, of 488 Reynolds 
Ave., was arrested two 

s after the shooting. 

rosecuting attorneys 
have labeled Johnson a 
hostile witness after she 
reportedly refused to 
gooperate at the pre-trial 
hearing. She later testified 
against Banks after spen- 
ding a night in jail for con- 
tempt by refusing to testify. 

If called to the witness 
stand, Johnson is .expec- 
ted to receive a stiff cross- 
examining from both

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_ DESEGREGATION SUIT IN FINAL WEEK?

for the first time during the 
Columbus school 
desegregation trial as the 
trial entered its ninth and 
final week on Monday. 

Also heard Monday was 
an impassioned defense by 
Dr. Robert O. Greer of his 
policies as state assistant 
superintendent for urban 
education since 1968. 

It was the first time 
during the long trial that 
Judge Duncan had chosen 
to question a witness 
when, on Monday after- 
he efhered into a 
dialogue with state board 
‘of education member 
Wayne Shaffer,a lawyer 
from Bryan, Ohio. 

Shaffer, an original 
member of the state board 
elected in November 1955, 
had just completed his 
testimony in which he 
asserted that the state 
board is not equipped to 
determine if school 
districts are illegally 
segregated. 

“’m having some dif- 
ficu with the board’s 
position,” Ducan began.

“Let me ask you a question 
concerning the board's 
general policy.” 

“if a responsible parent 
or group of parents came 
before the board and 
alleged unconstitutional 
separation of races, what 
would the board do?” 

“| think we would at- 
tempt to investigate it,” 
Shaffer said. 

“I'm interested in your 
comments that the state 
board is not equipped to 
determine if a school dis- 
trict is in violation of the 
United States  Consti- 
tution,” Duncan continued. 
If someone comes in and 
says that half the teachers 
in a school system are un- 
certified, you can do some- 
thing about it, can't you? 

Shaffer: Yes, sir. 

Duncan: Well then if a 
city school district is 
segregated in violation of 
the U.S. constitution, why 
can't you do anything 
about it? 

Shaffer indicated that 
there was disagreement as 
to what the law stated, to 
which Duncan responded 


" that lawyers have access 


to the same group of 
books as judges, and he 
doesn't kxmw :whypthe 
educational experts can't 
make these kinds of deter- 
minations and yet judges 
es 

“We believe regation 
must be ended,” Shaffer 
said, “but while it’s being 
done_we_must keep: the 
educational kite in the air.” 

The other side, he ad- 
ded, is “not as concerned 
as__to_-whether.. the kite 
comes down.” 

Shaffer was one of the 
three witnesses: for the 
state to take the stand on 
Monday. The fourth state 
witness, scheduled to. ap- 
pear on Wednesday, was 
to be state superintendent 
of schools, Dr. Martin 
Essex. The trial was in

“make some real change 
for disadvantaged 
youngsters" and the 
reasons why he did not at- 
tempt to force school 
systems to desegregate. 

A recent heart attack 
victim, Greey told the 
CALL-POST he was going 
against doctor's orders in 
appearing as-a witness. He 
said the reason he had the 
heart attack was that he 
worked 186 hours a day, 
and he wanted to testify so 
that he could make the 
record clear as to what he 
has done and why. 

At one point, during 

Greer’s testimony, a recess 
was required because 
Greer complained of mild 
chest pains. The Monday 
session ran late so that he 
could complete his 
testimony and not be re- 
quired to return on. Wed- 
nesday. 
Greer testified about a 
variety of publications and 
educational meetings 
which have come out of 
his office in an effort to 
educate school districts 
about the topic of de- 
segregation and to give 
technical assistance to dis- 
tricts which are making ef- 
forts to desegregate. 

He said a maxi-journal 
was. published .in- June 
1970 with the results of a 
survey done in 1968-69 to 
determine the extent of 
racial isolation. 

Purpose of the journal, 
which was. circulated. to 
every schoo! district in the 
state, was to “tell every 
district of the serious con- 
cerns of _racial_ isolation, 
the positive changes which 
need to be made.”..and 
that “compensatory” edu- 
cation is not.to be used.as. 
a guise to avoid de- 
oereine.: Greer. said. 

reer noted that 118 
districts have requested 
and been given assistance 
on desegregation. 

Asked by state board at- 
torney Mark O'Neill for 
“thumbnail sketch” of the 

_-he,has—given, 
Greer said: 
“It’s pretty hard to

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Asked why he has never 
recommended that 
minimum standards be set 
up to require that the racial 
balance in every school in 
a district mirror the 
district-wide racfal 
balance, Greer said it 
would be educationally un- 
sound to set mathematical 
ratios. -* 

“| feel it is outside my 
realm of expertise and 
legal power,” he said. 

‘1 have not had the sup- 
port from the people of 
Ohio and the legislature to 
get znough clout to move 
on this case,” he added. 

Greer returned to the 
issue of “clout” several 
times during his testimony. 

Discussing efforts to 
agsist Columbus 
specifically, he described 
several occasions when 
his office gave assistance 
to the Columbus school 
district. 

Asked if he had ever 
demanded that Columbus 
take steps to achieve 
desegregation, Greer said 
no 


“You can demand ail 
you want, but you don't get 
anywhere without vigut to 
follow up on the demand." 

Asked why he had. never 
threatened the withholding 
of. funds, Greer said he 
would have to be very sure 
tWat Columbus is an 
illegally segregated 
district. : 

Greer said he has 
worked closely with the 
(U.S.) Justice Department 
and that t have never 
cited Columbus for any 
violation of law. : 

“Someone has. to make 
the decision that there is a 
violation of law,” he said 
during cross examination. 
“Greer can't make that 
decision.” . ‘ 

“You have more_inform- 
ation than anyone in the 
state,"’ asked original 
plaintiff attorney Leo Ross. 
Why haven't you used your 
power to withhold funds?” 

“| have the same inform- 
ation as the Department of 
Justice. f'm still waiting 
seven years for reports 
from Justice. If they can't 
move, | can’t move. | don't 
have the clout.” 

First to the witness stand 

“on Monday was Loren E. 
Souers, Canton, who, 
along with Shaffer, was 
one of the original state 
board of education mem- 
bers elected in 1955. 

Sowers testified about a 
resolution introduced in 
March 1956 by Charlies Lu- 
cas, then the only black 
state board member, that 
the board go on record to 
determine if illegal 
segregation existed in the 
state. 

‘The board defeated 
Lucas’ resolution but 
adopted a proposal that it 
would take action toward 
terminating unlawful 
segregation if a court 
determined that unlawful 

regation existed. 

overs said the state at- 
torney general's opinion 
was sought to determine if 
the state board had the 
authority to withhold funds 
when school districts were 
not in conformance with 
the law. 

The att general's 
opinion, he said, was that 
any violation of any law 
would be a basis for with- 
holding funds. 

Souers explained, how- 
ever, that he and other 
board members did not 
feel the board was equip- 
ped to carry through the 

of hearings that 
necessary to de- 
termine if schoo! districts

He 
also said that withholding 
funds would unfairly 
punish all schools in the 
district, amounting’ to “a 
cure - that ..would ..kill..the 
patient." : 

Shaffer followed Souers 
on the -witness-stand-and 
was extensive- 
ly about transfers and con- 
solidations that have been 
approved and in some 
eases disapproved by the 
board. 

after said the board 
does take into consider- 
ation the. racial..con- 
sequences of the transfer 
or__consolidation..and in 


several cases denied trans- 


fers because they would 
increase racial imbalance. 

Asked if existing 
segregation ever came to 
the board's attention, 
Shaffer noted that a 
NAACP _ representative 
appeared before the board 


“in July 1964 regarding the 


North College Hills Dis- 
trict, a suburb of Cin- 
cinnati. 

They were told the 
children were assigned to 
elementary schools on the 
basis of color, with two 
buildings being all white 
and one all black. 


bus city schools, Shaffer 
said it would “for all in- 
tents and purposes be the 
end of the school system, 
because it relies heavily on 
state funds and couldn't 
operate without them,” 
Asked what he would do 
if he became aware of 
unlawful activity on the 
part of a district, Shaffer 
said he would try to get 
them to correct their act- 
ions, not through punitive 
action but through assist- 
ance and’ persuasion. 
Stein asked Shaffer 
during-cross examination if 
he is aware of the finding 


. that the state department 


of education has to take all 
actions necessary to 
eliminate segregation. in- 
cluding but not limited to 
withholding of funds. 
Shaffer said he is aware 
of this but “I believe the 
U.S. constitution ought not 
to be interpreted by the 
State board of. ed- 
“ ucation...that’s being done 
in the courts and’ that's 
where it should remain.” 
Among . those. testifying 
last wéek were Columbus 
school board president 
Marilyn Redden “and 
rgd ntendent Dr. “Jenn 
s 


Redden told’ schoo! 
attorney Samuel Porter

In cross examination, 
NAACP attorney Louis Lu- 
cas-—asked--Redden-how 
many whites were attend- 
ing 90 percent or more 
black schools. 

“I can't tell you,” Red- 
den said. 

“You're president of the 
board and you don't know 
whether the Columbus 
Plan is resulting in whites 
desegregating blacks 
schools? Lucas asked. 

“| know the programs 
draw from all areas of the 
city, black and white,” 
Redden said. 

“Do you know how many 
whites are attracted to 
East?" Lucas asked. 

“We knew it would take

Ellis admitted that this‘is 
one of the weaknesses of 
the plan and must be cor- 
rected. Ellis also referred 
to the problem during 
direct examination by 
school attorney Porter. 

“We need to give more 
attention to encouraging 
whites to transfer to major- 
ity black schools,” he said. 
“There is a strong flow of 
blacks to white schools. 
We have to develop more 
ways of encouraging 
whites to transfer." 

Ellis noted that one 
positive example of the. 
transfer of whites to a 
black school was at Lin- 
den-McKinley, where 33 
students were transfering 
half time for a special pro- 
gram. He said there is a 
vigorous recruitment effort 
at Douglas, which is open- 
ing as a. developmental 
learning center in the’ fall. 

Ellis also discussed in- 
creases in the number of 
black. teachers and admin- 
istrators and the increase 
in” participation: in the 
Columbus Plan. : 

Ellis ended his testimony 
with a sort of parting 
speech in which he 
expressed the need for 
stronger enforcemént of 
open housing laws, a loan 
guarantee program, and 
wider dispersal of public 

housing so the federal 

government is not guilty of 
“contributing to racial ‘is- 
lation. 


He criticized” national 
leaders for the lack of a 
strong commitment to in- 
tegrate and said churches 
need to practice what they 
preach. . . “Sunday morn. 
ing is one of the most 
segregated hours in 
America." > 5 


“We can't lay on schools 
alone the burden of in- 
tegrating society,” he said. 
Schools can help but they 
also need help." 


“We need to develop 
approaches that rely on 
quality schools, choices 
and incentives, rather than 
fixed ratios and forced 
busing.” 


“City schools should be 
of such high quality people 
will be pounding at the 
doors....It takes mone 
commitment and energy.”

Needs Speakers?

“June is busting out all over" has always been a catchy 
cliche used to’ indicate either a song, the weather, spririg 
fashions, and - to recollect those now-forgotten high 
school memories -- to shockingly find out that the shyest 
girl in the senior class is seven months pregnant. Now 
we see that one seasonal event is also becoming 
synonymous with the over-used phrase. 

You guessed it, jocks. Those annual post-season 
sports banquets which makes the:.youthful honorees 
starve ali day just to sat four pieces of fried chicken and 
receive their certificates with greasy hands. Everything 
falls into place; the youth is proud, yet sheepishly 
modest; the parents are -prouder:.and--casuafly elated 
while the banquet sponsors are the proudest and even 
more overjoyed than the youths. 

On a more serious note, the one thing in programming 
these annual dinners serve primarily as the drawing card 
is the precedented title of guest speaker. These former 
athletes are apparently chosen to boost ticket sales 
beat than boost the honorees on towards greater 
glory. 

Speakers lecturing on droll items with Jittle relevance 
to impatient. youths with sketchy articulation seems too 
often to be the case. Unfortunately, the problem also 
centers around the old locker room adage that athletes 
(surnamed jocks) are performers, not speechmakers. 
Many of today's athletes are wallowing in the muck and 
mire of this slanted stereotype rather than surfacing from 
the depths of this bad rap. 

Some sports figures are finally waking up from 
studlike dreams to the realization that they now have op- 
portunities in movie roles, television commercials, and 
broadcast journalism in their waning years. Meanwhile, 
the more stubborn “studs” will continue to mumble and 
fumble through those spotlighted dinners, captivating no 
one and not leaving so much as an afterthought to those 
being recognized. 

Even the young critic is becoming more wisened to

The long season of presidential 
primaries has at least produced some 
certainty about the Democratic nominee 
for President. Georgia's Jimmy Carter, to 
the amazement of many and the chagrin of 
the old pros of the Democratic Party, has 
virtually‘ locked up the nomination. All that 
remains tq be done in New York is the 
shaping of a party platform and the 
naming of a vice-presidential running 
mate. 

There is still a small measure of 
uncertainty about the Republican nominee 
to be selected in Kansas City, but the odds 
strongly favor President Ford because: of 
the - advantages inherent in his 
incumbency and because on the evidence 
at hand, Ford is a better bet than Reagan 
to defeat Carter in November. 

Ordinarily the mood of the country 
which shows that the tide of opinion is 
against the liberal Democratic credo, 
should favor the chances of the 
Republican standard-bearers. But it seems 
highly likely that the Grand Old Party will 
squander this advantage, as leaders 
devote themselves to the bitter struggle 
between Ford and Ronald Reagan. 

This is the traditional role of the 
Democrats, who time after time, dissipate 
their advantage in registered numbers, by 
fighting between themselves. This time 
around, even though it-requires some 
drastic reformation among the regulars, it 
looks like Jimmy Carter will emerge with 
unprecedented unity in the Party, and if 
that occurrs, may reverse the sweep 
scored by Richard Nixon in 1972, when he 
captured the entire old confederacy on the 
way to victory. 

It is almost certain that the Party that 
captures the support and loyalty of the 
black voters of the nation, is well on the 
way to a triumph. This loyalty, has, since 
the FDR era, been traditionally, almost 
blindly given to the Democrats, and it will, 
take more than platitudes in the 
Republican Platform to change this mood. 

What should go into the Party platforms 
that will have meaning for Black 
Americans? To the American economy 
generally, and. to. black. Americans _in 
particular, full employment is an absolute 
necessity. Because of present economic 
policies, 20 million American workers will 
be unemployed for some time this year. 
Millions of families will be faced with the 
problem of surviving until the next, 
paycheck comes, if it ever comes. 

For the last seven years, planned 
unemployment _ has been an integral part 
of the economic policy of the national 

ernment, and both Republicans and 
Remactass share in this sin, and in the 
subsequent failure of this: policy.

fighting for Africa," Cuba did not come 
into the picture, he said until South Africa 
intervened. 

_ Will Cuba intervene in Rhodesia on the 
side of the guerilla fighters and eventually 
in South Africa? Nyerere did not rule out 
that possibility, but said he hoped that 
would not happen. But the continuing 
presence of Cuban soldiers, some say as 
many. a8. 15,000, could be enough of a 
threat to force the Smith government to 
start negotiations in earnest for a fixed 
time on granting majority rule.

The racial complexion of the 112th Ohio General 
Assembly which convenes next January, is certian to 
remain about the same as the outgoing 111th 
assembly. This conclusion is based on the fact that 
the nine black Democrat House members all were 
victorious in last Tuesday's primary. election. 

Of the niné-man black. delegation, four are without 
Seaton na RS actin n mich este ee 
election, and the districts in ch the other 
running are co to be fairly safe for the 
Democrats. 

Enjoying the home-free status are, Reps. Thomas 
Bell, tke mpson and John D. Thompson, all of 
Cleveland and Casey Jones of Toledo.. The other five 
reps, Phale D. Hale, Columbus, C.J. McLin Jr., 
Dayton, Troy James, Cleveland, William Mallory and 
James. Rankin, Cincinnati, with the exception of 
Rankin, are serving. their fifth term. Traditionally, this 
seniority gives a candate a considerable edge over & 
challenger. 

One House district which is certainly to be of major 
concern to both Republican and Democrats is t 
29th in Columbus. This district, which has estimated 
40 percent black population, is the only one in the 
state where an incumbent Democrat was defeated 
Tuesday. Rep. William Kopp, endorsed by the party 
and“abor, was solidly trounced by Les Brown, a 31 
year old black, who ~successfully bucked the party. 

Democrats, who contro! the House by a margin of 
59 to 40, are hopeful of picking up enough districts to 
give them a veto proof legisiature to enable them to 
override vetoes of .Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
Republicans, on the hand, are struggling to 
retain their 40 seats which is/essential in-uphoiding a 
Rhodes veto. Democrats need to pick up only one 
seat to give them power to override a veto. 

And while the Democrat leaders probably despise 
Brown's guts for licking their man Kopp, they will be 
forced ‘to embrace him like a long lost child when 
they start battling Republicans for the district seat. 
Brown, a former popular radio personality who has 
charisma to spare, will meet Republican Richard 
Moling, an alarm system official in the general elec- 
tion. 


The Reverse : 
Discrimination Myth 


Forces opposing affirmative action to make up for 
discriminatory practices against blacks, women and 
minorities have come up with a catchy new phrase 
calculated to win support for their position — “reverse 
discrimination.” 

The idea is that: it’s bad to discriminate against 
anyone and. that the affirmative action thrust con- 
stitutes a form of discrimination against white males. 
Supporters of the reverse discrimination theory hold 
that they're not against providing equal opportunities, 
they're just against preferential treatment. 

The trouble with this theory, like others, is that it 
doesn't stand up to harsh reality. So-called preferen- 
tial treatment consists of remedies to correct previous 
discriminatory practices and to restore to the victims 
of discrimination their rightful place, be it a job or a 
company seniority benefit. 

Affirmative action is then, a legal remedy to make 
up for past illegal action. A recent Supreme Court 
ruling upheld this view and other pending cases are 
likely to further define the constitutionality of various 
affirmative action programs. 

In March the Court ruled that blacks denied jobs in 
violation of the Civil Rights Act, must be awarded 
retroactive seniority once they were hired, even if it 
means bumping other workers who had actually been 
hired before them, 

The Court's ruling doesn't settle the issue because 
of its limited nature. The ruling applies to individuats; 
it's not a blanket guarantee of seniority to groups that 
had been discriminated against. . 

But it's still an important positive step toward 
— the effects of past discrimination. It's not 
—— to say to a worker that although his job ap- 
plication was turned down years ago, the company 
will now comply with the law and will hire him. Just 
giving him the job he should have gotten earlier still 
leaves him with real losses. 

A minority of the Court was willing to let him have, 
in addition, some seniority benefits such as vacation 
time, pensions, and other fringe benefits dating trom 
the time his-original application was illegally rejected. 
The majority went a step further to insure job security 
in the seniority system as well. 

But where does that leave blacks, women, Mexican- 
Americans and others who never even applied for a 
job because it was well-known in the community that 
a@ company never hired anyone but white males? It's a 
tricky question because a lot is at stake, including 
fairness to those workers who stand to lose their 
privileged position through no personal fault of their 
own because their company discriminated against 
minorities. 

There are rights on both sides of that particular 
issue, but if justice is to be done, past victims of 
discrimination must get all the rights and privileges 
they might have enjoyed had their skin been white or 
their sex male. If this leads to a transition period of 
quotas and preterential treatment for some groups, 
that would not constitute “reverse discrimination,” 
with all the jatives that implies.
